by the fear, (quite likely exaggerated)

I do not believe that we should do 
that good may come, but it seems to 
that we should not forget that our aim is 
the completion of a tariff bill, and that 
in taxing sutrar for proper purposes and 
within reasonable bounds, whatever else 
may lie snid of our action, we are in no 
danger of lunniug counter lo Democratic 
principle. With all there is at stake 
there must be in the treatment of 
article some ground upon which we 
all willing to stand, where toleration and 
conciliation may be allowed to solve the 
problem without demanding the entire 
surrender of fixed and conscientous i 
victions.
